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PREFACE 

This  part  concludes  diatonic  harmony.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  discuss  some  chromatic  harmony,  but  only 
a  very  Hmited  amount— e.g.  that  involved  by  the  use  of 
dominant  fundamental  harmony  of  the  minor  key  in  the 
major  key,  and  by  the  employment  of  transition  as  opposed 
to  gradual  modulation.  Part  III  will  deal  with  chromatic 
harmony  in  general. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  use  of  various  types  of  exercises  will 
give  the  student  the  power  to  use  the  resource  discussed 
in  some  practical  fashion,  and  also  give  the  mind  the 
training  that  the  figured  bass  denies.  The  Exercises  have 
been  made  sim.ole  and  short,  as  the  students  for  whom  this 
book  is  intende^;  iiave  not  much  time  to  devote  to  the  subject 
But  it  has  been  my  aim  to  enable  them  to  spend  what  little 
time  they  hav^e  lo  the  best  advantage.

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CHAPTER   I 


DIATONIC  CHORDS  OF  THE  SEVENTH

(b)  The  discord  must  resolve  one  step  downwards  into  a 
chord  of  which  such  resolution  is  the  third. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  IV  7  and  VII  7  will  be  rarely  used,  as 
IV  will  resolve  into  VII  and  VII  into  III.  They  are  common 
in  the  course  of  a  sequence,  e.g.  a  passage  framed  on  at  least 
two  chords,  repeated  at  a  different  pitch  (see  x ).

CHAPTER   IV 

ELEMENTARY  MODULATION,     {a) 


I.  Modulation  is  'the  process  of  passing  out  of  one  key  into 
another'  (Grove). 

A  new  key  is  established  when  the  dominant  of  this  key  is 
followed  by  its  tonic,  provided  that  either  contains  a  note  foreign 
to  the  key  quitted. 

The  following  is  not  a  modulation  from  C  major  to  F  major, 
because  all  the  chords  are  diatonic  in  C  major;

2.  The  process  of  modulation  is  carried  out  by  approaching  a 
chord  as  belonging  to  the  first  key  and  quitting  it  as  belonging 
to  the  new  key,  and  then  adding  the  Perfect  Cadence.  A  modu- 
lation from  C  major  to  F  major  would  be  produced  (a)  by  adding 
the  minor  seventh  to  the  dominant  of  F,  or  (b)  by  preceding  this 
dominant  chord  by  a  chord  belonging  to  F  major  but  not  to 
C  major.

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3.  Although  a  key  is  only  actually  confirmed  by  dominant  to 
toniC;  yet  it  must  be  conceded  that  this  direct  confirmation  is  not 
always  necessary  or  desirable.  A  False  Close  does  not  take 
away  the  effect  of  a  new  key,  it  merely  avoids  finality  in  it.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  the  Half-close.

{h)  The  pivot  chord  with  the  dual  relation,  being  neither  the 
tonic  of  the  first  key  nor  the  tonic  or  the  dominant  of  the  second 
key.

(b)  A  minor  to  E  minor. 

A  minor  must  be  the  pivot  chord. 

(c)  A  minor  to  G  major. 

A  minor  must  be  the  pivot  chord. 

(d)  A  minor  to  D  minor. 

D  minor  must  be  the  pivot  chord. 
Thus  the  process  of  modulation  can  be  carried  out  in  three 
chords,  or  in  more  than  four.

7.  In  modulating  from  a  minor  key  to  its  subdominant  minor 
(A  minor  to  D  minor)  it  is  better  to  introduce  at  least  one  chord 
belonging  to  the  new  key  after  the  pivot  chord,  to  avoid  the  un- 
pleasant juxtaposition  of  the  major  and  minor  forms  of  the  same 
chord  (A  minor  and  A  major). 

Be  careful  to  avoid  such  an  ugly  part  as : 


Put  C  natural  and  C  sharp  in  different  parts. 
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8.  A  modulation  is  usually  confirmed  at  a  cadence. 

In  harmonizing  a  melody,  note  that  the  melody  may  either 
express  the  modulation  by  having  the  necessary  accidental,  or 
imply  it  by  its  formation.

When  there  is  no  chord  common  to  the  two  keys,  the 
modulation  is  termed  abrupt ;  the  procedure  is  also  called 
a  transition.  In  this  case  the  connecting  link  is  a  note  in  com- 
mon. This  procedure  is  useful  in  the  middle  of  phrases,  except 
the  first,  or  in  sub-phrases.  It  should  not  be  used  at  the  end  of 
normal  phrases.

CHAPTER  V 

ELEMENTARY    MODULATION,    (b) 

1.  This  chapter  deals  with  the  application  of  modulation  in 
forming  sentences  or  periods,  or  in  harmonizing  melodies  or 
basses  producing  them. 

A  sentence  in  music  consists  of  two  phrases,  each  normally 
four  bars  long.  This,  however,  is  too  short  for  any  extended 
scheme  of  modulation. 

If  another  sentence  be  added,  sixteen  bars  in  all,  a  cycle  of 
modulations  will  be  satisfactory  in  effect. 

2.  This  period  of  sixteen  bars  is  generally  considered  as  divi- 
sible into  two  equal  parts  (Binary  form).  In  deciding  upon  a 
scheme  of  modulation  for  the  whole,  the  following  points  must  be 
carefully  borne  in  mind  : 

{a)  The  tonic  key  should  be  thoroughly  established  before 
modulation  takes  place.  Therefore  it  is  advisable  not  to  modu- 
late in  the  first  phrase  at  all  :  a  Full  Close  in  the  tonic  at  the 
end  of  the  first  phrase  is  quite  possible. 

(b)  The  second  phrase  should  end  with  a  Full  Close  in  some 
key  not  on  the  flat  side  of  the  tonic.  This  modulation  must  be 
gradual,  and  it  may  be  preceded  by  some  other  transition  or 
modulation  with  its  tonic  in  the  first  inversion,  or  any  other 
appropriate  means  of  avoiding  finality. 

(c)  More  frequent  modulation  may  occur  in  the  second 
half.  Often  the  third  phrase  splits  up  into  two  smaller  sections 
utilizing  sequence.  This  is  the  place  for  modulation  on  to  the 
flat  side.  Avoid  new  tonics  in  root  position  on  the  strong 
accents. 

{d)  The  fourth  phrase  may  have  modulation  at  its  outset, 
but  time  must  be  given  to  re-establish  the  tonic  by  gradual 
modulation. 
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Thus  the  following  is  a  good  scheme  : 
Bars  1-4;  C  major.

CHAPTER  VI 

SUSPENSIONS 

I.  When  a  part  that  normally  proceeds  by  one  step  dov/n- 
wards  from  an  essential  note  in  one  chord  to  an  essential  note 
in  another,  retards  its  movement  until  the  other  factors  of  the 
second  chord  have  been  struck,  the  retarded  note  at  this  point 
is  called  a  Suspension.  Its  occurrence  in  the  same  part  in  the 
previous  chord  is  termed  its  preparation,  and  its  final  descent 
into  the  harmony  of  the  second  chord  is  termed  its  resolution.

In  the  above  examples  {c)  is  better  than  (a),  as  the  scalic 
movement  of  the  tenor  in  short  notes  justifies  the  exceptional 
treatment.

CHAPTER  VIII 


THE   DOMINANT   THIRTEENTH 

I.  There  is  nothing  that  need  be  catalogued  as  a  chord  of  the 
dominant  eleventh.  For  in  using  the  fourth  (eleventh  as  a  com- 
pound interval)  from  the  root  over  a  dominant  seventh,  the 
fourth  must  resolve  a  step  upwards  or  downwards  while  the 
rest  of  the  chord  remains.  It  is  therefore  either  a  suspension 
or  an  appoggiatura :

CHAPTER   IX 


ADDITIONAL  EXERCISES 


1.  It  is  advisable  to  have  various  types  of  problems  in  order 
to  get  familiar  with  the  resource  of  harmony  and  the  different 
demands  made  upon  the  capacity  of  the  studento  Further,  it  is 
a  bad  plan  to  adhere  to  one  type  of  question. 

2.  I.  Figured  Bass,  {a)  This  is  the  least  useful  type  of 
question,  as  it  settles  the  chord  progressions.  All  therefore  that 
the  student  can  do  is  to  attempt  to  write  a  melodious  soprano 
part  and  correct  inner  parts.  Care  should  be  taken  to  v^ry  the 
pitch  of  the  soprano,  so  as  to  avoid  dullness.  The  part  should 
rise  to  at  least  one  climax,  and  particular  care  should  be  taken 
to  make  the  cadences  satisfactory  in  their  arrangement.  The 
cadences  at  the  end  of  the  second  and  fourth  phrases  require 
the  effect  of  finality.  Therefore  the  root  of  the  final  chord  of 
the  Full  Close  should  as  a  rule  be  in  the  top  part.  In  other 
cases,  where  a  note  is  common  to  the  two  chords,  it  should  not 
be  repeated  in  the  melody.     Exceptions  will,  of  course,  occur.

(c)  As  it  is  an  examiner's  aim  to  find  out  a  student's 
knowledge  of  chords,  he  will  naturally  include  chords  that 
require  special  treatment.     In  this  connexion  bear  in  mind  :   , 

(i)  Cases  in  which  the  seventh  in  the  dominant  seventh  may 
rise ; 

(2)  The  treatment  of  diminished  and  augmented  triads  in  root 
position ; 

(3)  The  dominant  major  ninth  must  be  sounded  above  the 
third  unless  resolving  while  the  chord  remains :  it  must  be 
sounded  above  the  third  in  the  chord  of  the  leading  seventh ; 

(4)  The  thirteenth  must  be  sounded  above  the  seventh ; 

(5)  Special  treatment  of  some  diatonic  sevenths ; 

(6)  The  use  of  the  melodic  minor  scale  in  harmonization. 

(d)  It  is  unfortunate  that  in  the  system  of  figuring  a  formula 

may  mean  one  thing  at  one  time,  and  another  thing  at  another. 

But  an  examiner  seizes  on  this  to  test  the  candidate's  knowledge.

It  is  often  quite  good  to  introduce  in  the  response  some  little 
variation  from  the  original  statement.  But  there  is  no  harm  in 
the  exact  reproduction  of  a  section  either  in  the  same  or  a  new 
key  i-n  the  course  of  the  problem. 

3.  II.  Unfigured  Bass.  This  leaves  the  choice  of  harmony 
to  the  student,  and  demands  also  the  formation  of  a  good  melody. 
The  various  points  to  be  remembered  have  already  been 
discussed  under  other  headings. 

Two  common  faults  should  be  specially  noted : 
\d)  If  the  bass  have  a  repeated  or  tied  note  weak  to  strong, 
the  note  on  the  strong  accent  must  not  be  treated  as  a  concord, 
but  as  a  discord,  if  moving  one  step  downwards.

4.  III.  Harmonization  of  Melodies.  This  tests  the  sense  of 
harmonic  progression,  and  the  power  of  forming  a  good  bass. 
The  student  should  look  up  Chapter  V.  Many  of  the  points 
mentioned  there  are  applicable.     Add  : 

(a)  A  repeated  or  tied  note  weak  to  strong  should  have  the 
harmony  changed  on  the  strong  beat.     At  a  cadence  this  is  vital.

(d)  Be  careful  to  lead  up  to  the  bass  of  the  cadences,  thus 
avoiding  anticipating  them. 

5.  IV.  Given  inner  part.  As  this  type  of  problem  is  more 
difficult,  only  the  easiest  exercises  will  be  given.  To  this  inner 
part  the  remaining  three  parts  must  be  added.  This  tests  at 
one  and  the  same  time  the  power  to  construct  a  good  soprano 
and  bass.  The  given  part  is  the  alto  or  tenor  of  a  simple 
chord  progression  with  the  addition  of  a  few  unessential  notes. 
The  student  should  first  of  all  settle  the  cadences  and  modula- 
tions, then  add  the  bass,  and  finally  the  remaining  parts.  He 
must  never  allow  himself  to  write  dull  harmony  or  a  poor  melody 
because  of  the  uninteresting  nature  of  the  given  middle  part. 

An  example  of  the  type  of  work  is  given  in  the  Exercises. 

6.  V.  Writing  a  sentence  introducing  given  chords  or 
combinations. 

This  type  of  question  tests  the  knowledge  of  the  treatment  of 
various  chords,  and  the  ability  to  use  them  in  a  musical  way. 
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(a)  Note  if  any  chords  are  specially  suitable  for  cadences, 
and  reserve  them  for  these  points.  For  example,  the  six-four  on 
the  dominant,  or  a  suspension  of  the  dominant  chord  over  the 

tonic  note.

7.  VI.  Writing  a  sentence  introducing  prescribed  modula- 
tions. 

Look  up  Chapters  IV  and  V. 

Aim  at  some  imitation  in  the  phrases. 

If  there  are  two  phrases,  it  is  well  to  attempt  to  make  their 
openings  correspond. 

If  there  are  four  phrases,  the  second  or  fourth,  or  both,  may 
imitate  the  first  in  their  openings,  and  the  fourth  may  imitate 
the  cadence  of  the  second.  The  third  phrase  usually  subdivides 
into  two  smaller  sections,  and  a  corresponding  portion  of  the 
first  phrase  may  be  imitated. 

8.  VII.  Ground  Bass.  This  is  a  bass  repeated  a  few  times 
but  varied  in  treatment  each  time.  At  the  present  stage  nothing 
but  the  most  elementary  treatment  will  be  required. 

Plan : 

(i)  State  the  bass  alone. 

(2)  First  repetition  harmonized  with  plain  chords  and  a  few 
unessential  notes. 

(3)  Second  repetition  harmonized  with  suspensions  as  charac- 
teristic feature. 
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(4)  Third  repetition  harmonized  with  passing  and  auxiHary 
notes  ;  end  with  tonic  chord. 

In  the  first  harmonization  of  the  bass,  estabHsh  the  tonic; 
in  the  second  and  third  repetitions  use  appropriate  modulation, 
first  to  the  sharp  side  or  relative  key,  and  then  to  the  flat  side.
